Misinformation May 
Be Costing Retired 
Workers Money 

Inaccurate advice irom well- i 
meaning but Inaoequately in¬ 
formed friends may be costing 
some retired workers money in 
the form of old-age and survivors’ 
insurance benefits, J. H. Wootton, 
manager of the Pasadena office 
of the Social Security Board, said 
while In Sierra Madre yesterday. 
The same kind of advice also may j 
be keeping benefit checks from 
widows, chlicren and parents of 
workers who die, Mr. Wootton 
said. 

To counteract this, Mr. Wootton 
advised Uiat every worker v/ho is 
65 or over and has been working 
in insured employment—generally 
business and industry should get 
in touch with the nearest office 
of the Social Security Board im¬ 
mediately for Information, as soon 
as he quits his job. If he is,quali- 
fied for benefits, the board will 
assist him to file a claim. If he 
needs additional work in covered 
employment to qualify, he will be 
told just how much more, Mr. 
Wootton said. 

Similarly when a worker dies, 
if social security taxes nave been 
taken from his pay, the widow or 
other close relative .should contact 
the board’s office immediately, 
Mr. Wootton said. Full assist¬ 
ance in completing claims will be 
^ furnished by the field office. Con. 
tacts may be made by visit, by 
letter or by telephone.

End the Confusion 


> 


Senator Taft of Ohio has made a suggestion 
which, if adopted, should put an end to the inces¬ 
sant barrage of conflicting orders, frequent state¬ 
ments of policy change, and other confusing com¬ 
ment by the manpower and draft officials, which 
have kept millions of Americans and their families 
wondering from day to day when the man of the 
house would be drafted—if at all. 

Here is Senator Taft’s four-point plan: 1. De¬ 
velop a long-range draft plan for the armed ser¬ 
vices based upon probable manpower needs, with 
agreement among all the executive heads con¬ 
cerned. Make the classifications clear and definite 
and permanent. 2. Announce it to the public as 
final except as some great emergency clearly re¬ 
quires a change. 3. Stick to it once it is adopted 
so that those in the various categories can plan 
their lives accordingly, at least for a few months. 
4. Stop confusing every person in the country 
between 18 and 38 and let the people get down to 
the serious business of winning the war. 

For a long time there has been a crying need 
for clarity ’and simplification in the whole man¬ 
power setup. The defining and redefining of the 
powers of General Hershey and Mr. McNutt, the 
shifting of authority from one to the other, the 
shuffling and reshuffling of manpower agencies 
are all typical of the confusion in Washington 
from the top to the bottom. 

This confusion is bad enough in its effects on 
most of our national affairs, but when it serves to 
/ keep millions of Americans and their families 
jittery with uncertainty and doubt, it is high time 
that some semblance of order be worked out in 
the manpower situation. 

Americans are glad to serve th^ir country when 
they are called. But they have a right to know 
with some degree of certainty if they are going 
to be called and when that will be. 

Senator Taft’s plan, or one similar to it, should 
be adopted. 


Voting by Proxy 


California has approximately 600,000 men in the 
armed forces, of whom less than 8 per cent have 
applied for Absentee ballots to vote at next 
month’s primary election. As a result, women now 
outnumber men in voter registration in many areas 
—and undoubtedly will cost more votes than men 
at our 1944 elections. 

Mrs. Lee Breckenridge Thomas of Oakland, in 
a recent address urging women to turn out on 
election day and do their duty, pointed up this 
unusual voting situation in the following striking 
statement: 

“We will be casting not only our own ballots, 
but by proxy we will be voting for our loved ones 
in the fighting forces. That is a tremendous re¬ 
sponsibility, as well as a great privilege. They 
are keeping faith with us—and we have to keep 
faith with them!” 

The average soldier, we imagine, would feel 
that his voting proxy, given into the keeping of 
his mother, or his wife, or his dad, was in the 
best possible hands. And it’s our job to see that 
they aren’t disappointed or disillusioned when they 
come back. 


Defeatists 

There are still economic defeatists iu our midst 
apparently, despite the lessons learned during the 
depression, who believe that the only way to ward 
off unemployment after the war is for every 
worker to work fewer hours, and produce less, 
so that every other worker can have an equal 
share in a subsistence diet that borders on pov¬ 
erty. 

Some of the disciples of this philosophy, claiming 
to represent labor, farmers and consumers, held a 
meeting in Washington a few days ago and recom¬ 
mended a 30-hour week as their solution of the 
post-war employment problem. Actually, we doubt 
- very much whether this handful of share-the- 
poverty advocates are representative of the groups 
they claimed to represent. 

The way to a sound, prosperous America is to 
raise the Nation’s standard of living, through im¬ 
proved earning power and buying power, so that 
we can have an economy of abundance, rather 
than scarcity. We paid dearly enough for our 
foolhardy experiments with killing little pigs and 
“plowing under” during the pre-war depression. 
We certainly can’t afford to invite a repetition of 
that kind of disaster after the war by deluding 
ourselves that we can have more if we work less. 
Natural laws just won’t permit that kind of an 
economy. 


Edge for Incumbents 




All but about a dozen of the 1944 battles for 
seats in the State Legislature will be settled at he 
primary, in the opinion of experts, with incum¬ 
bents the heavy favorites in most districts. And 
don’t be surprised if many of the congressional 
fights are also ended at the prrimary. The public 
is in a “not interested” mood—and the lads who 
can get their friends steamed up enough to vote 
are likely to take both nominations. 


I fN OUR column today about Italy, it may be 
interesting to wander to the Campagria, tne 
deserted plain around Rome, which our boys 
at Anzio are expected to cross very soon on their 
way to the Eternal City. So we will be on our 
way there from Umbria with its hill towns and 
farms and vineyards and olive orchards, w'hgre we 
left off last time, and see some things by the way. 

It was easy to get about in Italy. They hid a 
new “ism” in the country, namely “automobilistic 
tourism.” You could reach the most interesting 
out-of-the-way places by auto or bus; the “car- 
cere” or little cell among the trees on a mountain 
side to which St. Francis of Assisi used to retire; 
Montefaloo, where some of the most beautiful pic¬ 
tures were side-tracked; and many other places 
off the beaten track. In the market place of 
Perugia, I heard the finest band music I can re- 
meinher. You could learn a lot from talking with 
the drivers, and you discover the mind of the plain 
people. We speak much of liberty. Some Italians 
are like the character in Simone’s book who when 
asked, “Have you more liberty lately?” replied 
“Yes, the girls go about without chaperones.” 

Every village we pass through seems to have 
some rightful claim to picturesqueness or beauty, 
with its graceful campanile, or monastery, or 
row of cypress trees. We notice a custom of 
windows, there being apparently no back yards. 
Many of the people own one floor in a building 
for a home. 

A S TO the people we met in 1937 and years 
before, they seemed to share a^general good 
humor. Is the boat late or the tram delayed 
by a truck on the tracks, some good-natured fel¬ 
low may strike up musically “Un Momento, Un Me¬ 
mento,” and the folks wdll laugh and chatter gaily. 
Perhaps they are not pressed for time. Ask some¬ 
one the way, and if he is pressed for time he will 
very likely knock on the door of a little shop 
calling “Una cortesia!” (a courtesy) and arrange 
for the storekeeper to help you on your w'ay. At 
least these things happened to me. 

As you pass along a street you will likely see 
a sacred picture painted by some good artist on a 
wall, perhaps having a canopy over it for protec¬ 
tion from rain, and perhaps having a little lamp 
before it 

I N SOME places when you bought things at a 
market or store, the merchant expected you to 
argue about the price. There was an “asking 
price,” far too high. Arguments and gesticulations 
followed till agreement was reached, often on the 
sidewalk, if there was one. It was a fierce con¬ 
test but was said to be enjoyed, that is, by the 
one who made the best bargain. If you didn't 
stand your ground and argue, you were poor- 
spirited and not worth fleecing. But most stores 
in Italy carried a sign reading, “Prezzo Fisso” 
(fixed price), which was more satisfying to all 
concerned. 

A nzio, where some of our boys are fighting, 
is on the coast of the Campagna, which has 
been for centuries a malarial desert surround¬ 
ing the city of Rome in an area 90 miles by 40. 
Around Anzio the malaria has been conquered at 
last. Close to Anzio are the Pontine Marshes 
where the malaria used to be especially prevalent. 
The trouble with the marshes was that there was 
no fall in the surface of the land, and canals 
were inadequate to carry off the water whicli 
came from springs and little streams from the 
hills. We now know how the infection is carried 
by mosquitoes to other parts of the Campagna, 
and it is said to be in the soil. When the land 
was densely populated in ancient times there ap¬ 
pears to have been little or no malaria, but bar¬ 
barian invasions and other causes depopulated the 
area and malaria came. During 2000 years efforts 
were made by a succession of emperors and popes 
to drain the marshes, but without success, till the 
feat was accomplished a few years ago by the 
government which has just gone out, and several 
healthy towns, like Littoria, have been built in the 
area. The rest of the Campagna has for many 
years been given over to absentee landowners who 
employed “fattori” or bailiffs to live there in the 
healthy months with a few workers and shepherds. 
Amid the scattered ruins of the dwellings and 
temples and tombs of the earlier civilization 
ranged thousands of cattle, sheep, and goats and 
hundreds of Eastern buffaloes, not to mention 
fierce dogs in charge. Millions of eucalyptui; trees 
from Australia have been planted as air purifiers 
at railroad stations and little settlements. 

B ut the Senator Tommaso Crudeli, who was a 
physician and in charge of health measures 
for the Campagna, told me about Lui year 
1894 that he found that the eucalyptus help^jd the 
malarial situation, not by purifying the air r»ut by 
absorbing the water in marshy places, a don’t 
remember now whether he, like Colonel tiorgas, 
knew about the role the mosquitoes played. There 
were good people in Rome, as in Florence, who 
formed! guilds called “Misericordia” and similar 
names, who would go out to help lonely people on 
the Campagna in the case of sickness or death, 
concealing their identity by wearing cloaks and 
masks. In the case of our boys crossing the 
Campagna on the way to Rome the danger from 
malaria is practically gone. Within a imle or 
two of Rome, on any of the highroads, one passes 
over one of the many catacombs—the burying 
places of early CThristians. The catacombs consist 
of dark underground passages one above another, 
the highest 20 feet below the surface, the lowest 
50 feet below. There are recesses at the sides 
in which bodies were placed. They were inclosed 
by a slab of stone with a name and Inscription 
such as “in pace.” The guide gives you a taper 
to light your way, and shows you pictures of the 
first and second centuries on ceilings and walls. 

I remember best those of baptism, the Lord’s Sup. 
per and the Good Shepherd. Some early inscriptions 
were touching, such as one in Latin now removed 
to a church, reading: “She died at 4 years of 
age and was very sweet.” 

W HEIN we finally enter Rome, the churches, 
temples, arches of triumph and ancient 
monuments are beyond description in this 
column. Rome was built on seven hills, but as a 
girl visitor said: “You have to use your imagina- | 
tion to see them, or else they’re worn down.” The 
city is full of wonders, but we will say we are 
hungry on arrival and search out a popular res¬ 
taurant. We go to the unimposing cafe of Alfredo, 
which is famous for being visited by many celeb¬ 
rities of opera and stage and literature from 
America and other lands. Their portraits and 
notes and autographs cover the walls. At a cer¬ 
tain moment when a particular dish was brought 
in, by Alfredo himself, lights would be lowered, 
the dish would be illuminated by flickering flames, 
a three-piece band would strike up and everyone 
would clap. And the macaroni! Tossed up and 
down, as Alfredo mixed it with butter! Incom¬ 
parable ! Meraviglioso! 


I American soldiers are attending 
Englisli “public schools.” Groups 
from the United States Army are 
living with, the students at Eton, 
Christ’s Hospital and Charter 
House, sharing their dormitories, 
games, meals and discipline. Spe¬ 
cial courses on the political and 
social problems of Britain and the 
Empire have been provided for 
the men in place of the normal 
school subjects. The arrangements 
—a week for each group—were 
made because the Americans were 
interested in these British insti¬ 
tutions. 

—— o — 

Can you imagine w'liat it would 
be like to walk into a barber shop 
and get a haircut or a shave— 
without conversation? Neither can 
we. But it may come to that. 
In fact, the Barbers’ Union of 
Brooklyn has blasted precedent by 
passing a rule that its members 
cannot gossip with their custo¬ 
mers. Its purpose is to prevent 
enemy agents from picking up in¬ 
formation. It remains to be seen, 
however, if barbers can work 
without talking. 

“In the long view, small busi¬ 
ness appears to be a persistent 
and hardy American institution,” 
declared Howard R. Bowen, ex¬ 
pert of the U. S. Department of 
Commerce. Mr. Bowen has com¬ 
pleted a study of the past and ! 
probable future of small business 
in the United States. He feels 
confident that the “little fellows” 
will survive their wartime ail¬ 
ments and will stage a come¬ 
back. The war may have accel¬ 
erated the trend favoring large 
companies in some lines but he 
thinks the war has also developed 
new opportunities for small firms. 
Here in California the revival of 
small business appears to be defi- 
nitely under way. In January of 
this year there were nearly 1090 
more places of business in opera, 
tion than in January, 1942, ac¬ 
cording to the figures of the 
State sales tax statisticians. Mr. 
Bowen summed up his observa¬ 
tions by stating, “In the past, 
small business has held its posi¬ 
tion, not by maintaining its 
status within each kind of busi¬ 
ness, but rather by ceaselessly 
developing opportunities in new 
fields. There seems to be no valid , 
reason for assuming that this | 
process has been brought to an 
end by the present war.”

From around the country come 
strong hints that a farm-land 
boom is in the making. Some ag- i 
ricultural economists say it is al¬ 
ready here. However, figures of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture indicate that a real boom on 
a national scale is not yet under 
way although prices in some 
areas have advanced sharply. 
These figpires which are based on 
the 1935-39 period as equaling 
100 show that national farm-land 
, values in 1941 stood at 103 and 
had risen to 120 in 1943—a 17- 
point gain. This is still far short 
of the 63-point gain on the same 
basis which occurred during and 
shortly after World War I. The 
same index reveals that California 
farm-land values were 101 in 1941 
and 117 last year. A quarter of 
a century, ago, farmers contrib¬ 
uted to the spiraling of land 
prices and the deflation that fol¬ 
lowed by acquiring additional 
properties even when their orig¬ 
inal holdings were still heavily 
mortgaged. They are not making 
the same mistake again. Now 
they are not only reducing their 
debts at a rapid pace, but are 
setting aside substantial reserves 
for the future in War Bonds and 
bank savings deposits. Those who 
have observed what can happen 
to the prrices of farm products 
and farm lands will carefully fig¬ 
ure out what they can reasonably 
expect to earn over a long period 
of years before buying such prop¬ 
erty. Booms seem good while 
they last, but the inevitable 
“morning after” ha.s a disastrous 
effect on our national economy.

In return for their Land Grants,

Since the Land Grants were 
made, railroads have paid out in 
reduced rates on government traf¬ 
fic many times the amount they have 
received from these Land Grants.
